When 
they dif-appeared,they did not dilace them- 
ſelves, and become inviſible as Clouds do, 
but every the leaſt part of chem, was as 
diſtinQly ſeen at the laft,as they had been all 
along. The height of the Scene on which 
theſe Meteors moved, was about as much 
above the Horizon, as the Sen is being half 
an hour high. Of the whole Company, 
there was not any one but ſaw all thoſe 
things , 45 above written; all agreed in 
their Notions and Opinions abour them, 
and were all the while boſie talking con.
